Putting Batteries in the Remote Control

System (D BS), then press the C BL/D BS button before using the 
remote control to operate the Cable Box or DBS. 

Recording Prevention 

Video cassette tapes have record tabs to ensure you do not acci- 
dentally erase recordings.

VC R maintenance 

• Use only tapes with the ME mark. The use of other tapes may 
result in poor picture quality and excessive deposits on the video 
heads, which the warranty may not cover if damage occurs. 

• Remove any light adhesive stick-on notes from the video cassette 
tape before putting the tape in the VC R. Removable labels can 
jam the VCR. 

• The VC R requires periodic maintenance to maintain its excellent 
performance. This VCR has an Automatic Head Cleaner. 
However, you may have to replace the video heads eventually.

8 Hookups With a Cable Box/Direct Broadcast System 



There are two ways to connect your Cable Box/DBS to the VCR. W ith this connection: 

• You may view any channel. 

• You must select channels at the Cable Box/DBS. You can not change channels at the VCR. 

• You may not view a channel other than the one you are recording. 

• You may not program channels at the VC R. 

• You can only program a timer recording for one channel at a time. Set the TV and the VCR to the Cable 
Box/DBS output channel (channel 03 or 04). Set the VCR'sCH3/CH4 switch to the same channel. Set your Cable 
Box/D BS to the channel you want to record. W hen you enter the channel you want to record in a timer record- 
ing, select channel 03 or 04 (the Cable Box/DBS output channel). (This is step 5 on page 35.) Leave the Cable 
Box/DBS on for a timer recording. 

• If you use the VCR Plus+ Programming system, set the Cable/TV channel to 3 or 4 (Cable Box/DBS output chan- 
nel) for every VCR Plus+ channel in the VCR Plus+ Cross Reference Map. You must set the Cable Box/DBS to 
the channel you want to record; leave the Cable Box/DBS on for the timer recording. Details are on page 39.

• If you are not using a Cable Box/DBS, the VCR clock may set 
itself automatically after you connect the antenna/Cable signal to 
the VC R and plug in the power cord. The time will appear on the 
display panel.

16 Setting the Clock 



There are two ways to set the clock. W ith manual clock setting, you 
tell the VCR the current time. W ith automatic clock setting, the 
VC R gets the current time from a PBS station. It keeps track of the 
time by constantly referring to the time the PBS station broadcasts. 
If you are using a Cable Box or Direct Broadcast System, 
you must set the clock manually. 

Follow the instructions under either manual clock setting (below) or 
automatic clock setting (page 18) to set the VCR's clock. If you use 
AUTO CLOCK, follow the steps on page 19 to have the VCR main- 
tain the clock according to your Time Zone. The channel that sup- 
plies the time might broadcast from a different time zone. So, select 
your Time Zone to ensure the clock is correct. 
Before you begin, make sure: 

• The VC R is hooked up and turned on, and channels are pro- 
grammed into the VCR's memory (see pages six-12). 

• The VCR is in VCR position. The VCR light will appear on the dis- 
play panel. If it does not, press the VCR/TV button once. 

Do each step within 60 seconds of the previous step.
